Our  giant  old  rose  slightly  striped  and  tinged  old  gold  informal  deco¬ 
rative  dahlia  that  made  an  excellent  record  the  past  year.  It  grows  11x8 
inches,  and  sometimes  over  a  foot  across,  in  the  open  field  without  fertilizer 
or  irrigation.  We  believe  it  will  grow  larger  than  any  other  dahlia  without 
fertilizer.  It  is  a  hardy  variety,  insect  resisting  and  makes  a  good  bush  of 
medium  height;  is  a  very  prolific  bloomer;  flower  stems  good.  Root,  $6.65; 
plant,  $3.35.
